Many of us were introduced to the crawfish as a youngster, prob- 
ably while looking for bait fora night fishing trip after‘catfish. The 
crayfish’is a choice bait of night fisherman for baiting set poles, 
bush hooks and trotlines. 
bait, they are one of the favorite foods of bass across the Country. 
The'tail of a small crawfish<is also ex¢ellent pantish bait. 

If you ‘don’t want to fish with live crawfish, most lure Companies 
have at least one artificial version of this popular crustacean, Soft 
plastic crawfish come ‘in just about every imaginable color. Find 
one with legs extending from the side and with realistic looking 
characteristics such as tail; head, ind.claws. Artificial crawfish 
should be rigged similar to rigging 4 plastic worm, Sometimes the 
Texas rig is better, at other times the Carolina rig is more produc- 
‘tive. 

After a live crawfish flicks its tail it glides through the water in 
a folded up position, When imbedding the hook in a plastic craw- 
fish, the hook should be imbedded about halfway: up the tail. This 
will give the bait more lifelike action as the tail of the plastic one 
will fold. under. with short tugs of the rod. Fast retrieVessare. out 
when using plastic crawfish. Since crayfish spend mostof their 
time on the bottom, that’s where’ imitation crayfish should be 
fished. Crawfish can walk, run,.and swim but when they. sense 
they are about to become dinner for-a largemouth they propel 
themselves with strong, snappy movements of their tail. Re- 
member, slow tugs and short pauses are the best retrieves when 
using plastic crawfish. 

There is also a large selection of ‘hard” imitation crawfish on the 
market. To select-a good one, pick up the bait to determine its 
weight. If it seems too light,.it probably is'a floater or sinks too 
slow. ‘If it feels unusually heavy. for its size, it is probably a good 
choice. You want-your crawfish imitation to get to the bottom fairly 
rapidly. The lip length of a diving crawfish crank bait will déter- 
mine how fast it will get to the bottom, When fishing ovéra soft 
bottom, let the lip of a crank bait type crawfish nick the mud every 
few feet. 

Livé crawfish can be obtained by seining shallow pools, raking 
the bottom with a crawfish rake, or baiting a minnow, trap that has 
a large opening with the head of a small fish, Catches will vary 
greatly in size and color.
